IN NKW YORK. 


Fearful Biota an A Loss of Life. 


Kevolllns Scenes ol Bloodshed I 


Tho Saw York Sunday Dispatch contains a 


full anil graphic ucooant of tho celebration of 
Iho Fourth In New York, which is too longthy 
for our colums; wo, however, clip from it a 
somewhat longthy report of tlio VKAllVUti 
KIOT, which was unfortunately tho closing 
scene of tho clay.

Fearful Riot! 


Tho riot which was commenced about 2 o'- 


clock Saturday morning by tho gang of Five 
Point thieves, who stylo themselves the " Dead 
Rabbits," wiis recommenced again last evening, 
and resulted in a great deal of bloodshed and 
loss of life. Tho Rowory Boys, some of whom 
were injured by this gang at tho drinking saloon 
Xo. 40 Bowery, rallied in considerable force to 
retaliate. A collision took jilaco between the 
two factions about 7 o'clock Saturday evening, 
iii Bayard street, between Baxter and Mott, 
iind tho flglit was progressing in a desperate 
manner, clubs, stones and pistols being very 
freely used. A detachment of 25 policemen 
-were dispatched from No. 88 White street, to 
quell the riot :uid disperse the mob. 
Tiiay 


were hooted at by the mob, who finally com- 
menced to pelt them with stones, brickbats, and 
whatever missiles could bo obtained. Many of 
the mob were armed with guns and pistols, who 
iired indiscriminately into tho crowd, at tho 
same time howling and soreeching like a sot of 
fiends. Tho scene was one of tho greatest con- 
i'unon, and several of the police were severely 
wounded. Ofliccr Jenkins was njurcd very se- 
riously by a blow of a brickbat on the head, 
and it is thought he cannot recover. The mob 
seemed disposed to approach tho Station House 
in White street, but a strong force was sta- 
tioned across Centre street, and no persons were 
allowed to pass up White street. Two of the 
rioters were arrested. 


As it was feared that the riot would prove 


still more serious, a large number having al- 
ready boon badly injured, the 71st regiment 
was ordered out. 


One of the rioters named Mack was shot on

lias allowed the most perfect latitude to th 
electorial struggle, does not wish, althoug 
it has the right, to punish at the close o 
this electoral contest even the most rabi 
organ of an opposition, the bearing of whic 
-rillbs duly appreciated by the public." 


Theii follows a decree denouncing the ex 


trcme treaties of the law against the Sieei 
if this last Darning is not heeded. It wil 
no doubt, be leeded, since the suppressio 
ofthejoumala.fi the imprisonment of it

Another Account—The riot yesterday after- 


noon, in the Sixth Ward was a continuation of 
the affray between the "Dead llahbit Club," 
of/Mulberry strett, and the Pat Matthews 
gang of No. -iO Bowery. 
It broke out anew at 


about 5 o'clock. As a squad of the Metropo- 
litan Police were on their way to the Seventh 
Ward, the {Mulbcrty St., rowdies, supposing 
they had come to arrest them, and being arm- 
ed with pistols, paving stones, clubs, 
and q their weapons attacked them at once.— 
The Metropolitans in turn attacked them, and 
took several into custody. 
Word was sent to 


the AVhite st, station, and 30 inoic were dis- 
patched to the scene. By this time the rioters 
had retreated to the tops of houses, and rain- 
ed down oricks and other missils upon the 
police, and.. tired at them with pistols and 
muskets, but they succeeded in arresting about 


dozen of the rioters and lodged them in the 


Tombs. The Bowery Boys now took sides 
with the Metropolitans and attacked the 


'Dead Rabbits." At first the latter were too 
strong for them, hut being reinforced, the 
".Rabbits" were driven back. Then began a 
frightful scene of riot- and bloodshed. 
The 
:ltabhits" retreated to the roofs of their 


houses, and shot and threw stones and bricks 
upon the others. A large number of persons 
were wounded, many of them mortally. 
We 


give elsewhere a Hat of them so far as they 
could be obtained. 


The City Hospital is overflowing with the 


victims of the fight, and it is reported that for 
everv one brought here three others are hurt. 
The crowd at the Hospital was so great that 
it became necessary to detail policemen to 
keep them off. 


Sergeant Hicks, of the 6th Precinct, adds 


the following particulars in reference to this 
gang of thieves: 


A strong malignant feeling was manifested 


in my district last night (by a large g:i 
rowdies residing therein,} against the Metrop- 
olitan Police. A special patrolman named 
Thos. Sparks received a cut in the forehead 
while in a conflict with the said rowdies in 
Chatham street near Mulberry. There was 
also considerable fighting during the latter 
part of the night between these rowdies and a 
party of men in the Bowery near tho theatre 
The reserve force at No. 88 White street was 
turned out several times to suppress the row: 
hut on every occasion the rowdies had made 
good their exit. No doubt their spies gave 
due notice that tin.- Police were coming.
